We 
commence setting June 1 and finish by June 
10, We use feriilizer at the rate of four 
hundred pounds per acre, five per cent. am- 
monia, eight per cent. phosphoric acid and 
eight per cent. potash, called blood bone 
and potash. This is the only fertilizer that 
I can put on the roots without burning 
them,pnd we have tried a good many brands. 
After the plants are set we hitch to a one- 
horse cultivator and go once around each 
row, throwing the dirt up to the plants. 

One man can set two thousand plants in a 
day. Setting after June 1, the danger of 
frost is over. Cut worms take very few 
plants and our loss in that direction is very 
small. I tried manuring in the hill one sea- 
son and the experience was dearly paid for. 
The manure made a very rank growth of 
vines and they set very little fruit and it 
caused them to ripen late, Fertilizer starts 
them quickly and they set very heavily and 
start to ripen much earlier. Wequit culti- 
vating when the vines meet in the rows. 
We commenced hauling to the factory Sept. 
1,and we finished by Oct. 16, Our yield 
averaged eleven tons per acre and year be- 
fore last we averaged $98 per acre. Last 
year our average ran very close to $91. 
We consider tomatoes a very easy crop to 
grow, easy to cultivate and easy to harvest 
and we do not have to buy packages to put 
them in, the net proceeds each year leave 
Us a neat little sum.

Corn for Fodder and the Silo. 

For the most profitable results the land 
should be put in the best possible condi- 
tion and properly fertilized. With these 
conditions it will not cost more to cultivate 
and care fora crop of twenty tons to the 
acre than it would from five to ten. 

Where the land was plowed tast fall and 
manure largely drawn in winter it will not 
require very much time, with proper imple- 
ments, to put in condition for planting. 

For the principal part of the crop it is 
better to plant as soon as the season will 
admit. The soil should be dry and thor- 
oughly warmed and after danger from frost

It is desirable not to fill the “vessel 
with eggs, but to allow two OF three inches 
of solution above the top layer. An excellent 
arrangement is to add @ little fresh solution 
occasionally, in order to provide for evapo- 
ration. An egg preserved by this method 
ean be easily told by the roughness of the 
shell. When boiled the shell cracks, a re- 
sult due to the effect of the lime apon the 
outer covering, causing it to be hard and 
brittle. Thismay generally be prevented 
by pricking the broad end with a needle 
when the egg is about to be boiled. 
WATER-GLASS, 

Water-glass is the name given to @ solu- 
tion of silicate of soda, and is prepared by 
dissolving the chemical in water. It is now 
largely sold in the form of @ con“entrated 
solution, to which should be added five or 
ten times its bulk of pure water, according 
to the strength. Experiments have shown 
that a three per cept. solution three parts 
of water glass to ninety-seven parts of 
water yields as good resultsas that gener- 
lly recommended, namely, ten per cent.

The 
eves may be dipped in the water-glass and 
dried otf, leaving a filmon the sbell, and 
then stored upon shelves, or they may be 
kept in the liquid until sold or used. The 
latter method is to be preferred. When 
taken out of the solution they are sticky, 
and betore packing should be wiped or 
dried off.

Marketing Seven Weeks’ Old Ducks. 


“What do you think of a farm of’ less 
than ten acres which sends to market $40 
worth of output every day from early 
summer to about Oct. 1? 

“*T have just visited such a place and 
have seen how it operated,’ remarks a cor- 
respondent of the Detroit Tribune. * The 
crop raised on this little farm is just plain 
Pekin ducks, or, rather ducklets.’ 

“The farm hatches them by the thou- 
sands, crowds them along with rich food 
and presto! in seven weeks they are ready 
for the market. And one man in_ Detroit 
buys them all and is reputed to make $10 a 
day in handling them. They make very 
juicy eating and only high livers can afford 
to buy them. 

“Mr. Henry Strong is conducting a 
unique undertaking, largely along original 
lines, as far as Michigan is concerned. 
There are, of course, many much larger 
poultry plants located near Eastern cities, 
but his enterprise probably heads the list in 
this part of the country. 

“ Mr. Strong has fitted up a convenient 
plant on the river bank just back of the 
Strong mill, and carries a breeding flock of 
350 Pekin ducks, the eggs from which he 
hatches in incubators and under hens, 
crowding the young duckling to an early 
maturity. The hatehing equipment in- 
cludes thirteen large incubators and 125 
sitting hens. The incubators are kept in 
buildings constracted especially for the 
purpose and are watched, day and night, 
with the greatest care. 

“* As soon as a ‘hatch’ is pulled off, the 
little ducklings are placed ina brooder in a 
large brooder-house, the dimensions of 
which are 10x120 feet. There are twenty- 
two of these little arctificial-heated brood- 
ers in the house mentioned, and often there 
are as many as 1320 little ducklings together 
inthis house, the oldest of which are not 
yet three weeks old. The ducks are al- 
lowed to remain in the brooder-house as 
long as possible, usually three or four 
weeks, when they are moved to the open 
yards with warm sleeping sheds and the 
space which they vacated in the brooder- 
house is occupied by little ducks fresh from 
the hen mothers and the inenbators. 

_“ The ducks are fed in little troughs put 
in the pens that surround the brooders and 
are supplied with drinking water from 
little self-feeder fountains, the water in 
Which is changed frequently. In the out- 
door pens the water is placed in shallow 
tubs for the young ducks, but the breeding 
locks are allowed to go to the river. There

The ad- 
vantages which the proposition has to offer 
from the standpoint of profits to be realized 
are not hard to appreciate when one re- 
members that a duck worth eighty cents 
ean be grown in fifty days.”’
